I have  a clear  recollection  that  the 
llatement  contained  in  the  fiift  number 
of  the  Weliern  World,  is  in  fubftance, 
correct  : and  from  the  willingnefs  with 
which  the  governor  feemed  to  impart 
the  information,  I am  much  aftondheti 
at  a denial  of  any  part  of  it.  With  re- 
gard the  paflage  to  which  you  partictu 
arly  called  upon  my  attetnion,  I well 
remember  that  governor  Greenup  Hated 
that  lie  converted  with  Mr.  Brown  on 
he  fubji  dt  of  the  propofitions  of  the 
Spanilh  Mu.ifter,  and  that  Mr.  Brown
